One range 
is appropriately named the Fnueral 
vtountnlu, anil has been so called over 
since the summer day back in 1850 
that an emigrant party of thirty, with 
a train of wagons. Invaded Death Vnl- 
ry. Twenty-eight of the party nnd 
-ill of Ihe mules died of thirst, and 
one of the survivors who escaped re- 
mained an idiot to the day of his 
lealh. These mountains are 5,000 feet 
iilgh of basalt and granite, and are 
as ghastly while OB the skeletons in 
the alkali waste below.
